The  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Company  are  shown  in  state- 
ment A  of  the  Treasurer.  The  earnings  and  working  expenses 
are  shown  in  statement  B. 

The  expenses  of  working  and  keeping  the  roads  and  machi- 
nery in  repair  amounted  to  $4,524,344.98,  being  52.83  per  cent, 
upon  the  earnings,  showing  a  decrease  of  2.90  per  cent,  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  and  of  3.35  per  cent,  compared  with  1876. 

The  following  analytic  statement  is  given,  in  order  to  furnish 
particulars  of  expenses  in  comparison  with  the  two  preceding 
years:

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It  is  shown  that  the  earnings  of  the  Main  Stem  and  the 
Branches  stated,  in  comparison  with  the  fiscal  year  1877,  have 
increased  $301,91 1.56,  and  the  working  expenses  have  decreased 
$80,806  89,  making  a  comparative  increase  in  the  net  profits  of 
$382,718.45. 

The  Sinking  Fund,  for  the  payment  of  the  loan  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  which  was  originally  $5,000,000,  increased  during  the 
year  $103,487.91,  making  the  payment  in  advance  and  in  reduc- 
tion of  that  loan,  which  will  mature  in  1890,  $2,061,908  91. 

The  payments  for  investments  on  account  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
for  the  redemption  of  the  Sterling  loans  due  in  1895,  1902,  1910 
and  1927,  during  the  year  amounted  to  $458,048.51,  which  at 
$484  per  pound  sterling,  make  ^,"94,638  2s.  5d. 

The  principles  upon  which  the  Sinking  Funds  of  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  are  based  will  cause  the  entire 
indebtedness  with  which  they  are  connected  to  be  met,  by  the 
period  of  the  maturity  of  the  respective  loans,  from  the  annual 
appropriations  made  for  these  funds,  together  with  the  interest 
accruing  from  their  accumulations. 

In  accordance  with  the  agreement  with  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
the  third  annual  payment,  namely,  $40,000  of  the  principal  of 
the  bond  for  one  million  dollars,  given  for  the  purchase  of  the 
interest  of  the  city  in  the  Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville  Railroad 
Company,  has  been  made,  thus  reducing  this  obligation  to 
$880,000. 

The  investments  for  the  Sinking  Funds,  and  the  payment  of 
part  of  the  principal  01  the  Bond  for  the  purchase  of  the  inter- 
est of  the  City  of  Baltimore  in  the  Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville 
Railroad,  amount  for  the  fiscal  )'ear  to  $601,536.42. 

Of  the  Mortgage  Loan  payable  in  1880,  $120,500  have  been 
anticipated,  leaving  $579,500  to  be  paid.  $790,000  have  been 
paid  in  anticipation  of  the  loan  redeemable  in  1885,  which  was 
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originally  $2,500,000,  leaving  the  remainder  of  this  loan 
$1,710,000 

Of  the  bonds  for  $500,000,  endorsed  by  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  under  the  contract  of  July  18,  1864, 
of  the  Northwestern  Virginia  Railroad  Company,  due  in  1885, 
$360,000  have  been  anticipated,  reducing  the  sum  unpaid  to 
$140,000.  Upon  this  road,  now  known  as  the  Parkersburg 
Branch,  which  cost  upwards  of  nine  millions  of  dollars,  the 
$140,000  stated  is  the  only  remaining  mortgage  indebtedness — 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company  having  paid  off  the  entire 
first  and  second  mortgages,  amounting  to  $2,500,000,  and 
$360,000  of  the  third  mortgage,  making  the  aggregate  of  these 
payments  $2,860,000.

On  the  first  of  January,  1878,  ^^3 50,000  of  debentures  and 
sterling  obligations  were  paid  in  London.  These  obligations  were 
negotiated  in  1875,  when  the  premium  on  gold  was  14}4 
to  17  per  cent.  In  paying  this  debt  an  advantage  to  the  Com- 
pany was  realized,  in  consequence  of  the  decline  in  the  premium 
on  gold,  of  upwards  of  12  per  cent. 

A  semi-annual  dividend  of  three  per  cent,  upon  the  capital 
stock  was  paid  in  cash  on  the  fifteenth  of  November,  1877,  and 
on  the  fifteenth  of  May,  1878,  a  stock  dividend  was  made  of 
four  per  cent. 

In  view  of  the  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  Company  having 
furnished  the  means  to  construct  the  Baltimore  Short  Line  and 
the  Cincinnati  and  Baltimore  Railroads,  and  for  the  aid  of  the 
Marietta  and  Cincinnati  and  Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville  Com- 
panies, and  other  important  connecting  lines,  it  was  deemed  wise 
to  use  the  net  earnings  of  the  Road  for  the  reduction  of  the 
indebtedness.  A  dividend  of  four  per  cent.,  representing  part 
of  these  earnings,  was  therefore  declared  in  stock,  and  the  sum 
used  in  the  payment  of  the  said  indebtedness. 

It  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Transportation  Department 
that  the  tonnage  of  through  merchandise.  East  and  West,  has 
been  1,149,499,  whilst  in  the  preceding  year  it  was  1,047,645 
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tons.  For  1876  this  traffic  was  1,093,393  tons;  for  1875,  872,- 
loi  tons;  for  [874,  752,256  tons;  for  1873,  640,265  tons;  for 
1872,  557,609  tons;  for  1871,435,207  tons.  778,211  barrels 
of  flour,  and  20,639,654.  bushels  of  ^rain  were  brought  to  Bal- 
timore during  the  fiscal  year,  being  an  increase  of  136,509 
barrels  and  4,259,793  bushels  respectively.  Of  this  aggregate 
of  grain  9,365,233  bushels  were  wheat.  The  receipts  of  wheat 
for  the  preceding  year  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  were 
2,500,600  bushels,  showing  an  increase  of  6,864,633  bushels, 
and  an  increase  over  1876  of  8,744,933  bushels. 

The  receipts  of  corn  for  1875  by  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  were  5,591,633  bushels;  for  1876,  15,948,107  bushels; 
for  1877,  13,290,714  bushels;  and  for  1878,  10,164,285  bushels, 
showing  a  decrease  of  3,126,429  bushels  compared  with  the 
preceding  year.  The  decrease  in  corn  arose  in  a  large  degree 
from  the  fact  that  the  rates  during  a  portion  of  the  year  were  so 
low,  in  consequence  of  the  action  of  some  competiag  lines,  as  to 
cause  absolute  losses,  and  at  several  periods  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Company  declined  to  carry  this  commodity  at  rates  that 
were  not  only  unremunerative,  but  which  did  not  repay  the  actual 
expenses  connected  with  its  transportation.  Another  reason  for 
this  decrease  was  the  diminished  crop,  caused  by  damage  from 
protracted  rains  in  the  territory  traversed  by  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Road  and  its  connections. 

In  live  stock  the  traffic  has  been  132,462  tons;  in  lumber 
.brought  to  Baltimore  41,270  tons;  and  in  petroleum  601,907 
barrels. 

The  passenger  earnings  exhibit  a  decrease  from  $1,364,804.38 
in  the  preceding  year  to  $1,200,846.72.  This  reduction  was 
caused  by  the  decrease  of  travel  compared  with  that  connected 
with  the  Centennial  Exhibition  for  October  and  November,  1876, 
the  passenger  revenue  for  those  two  months  having  been  $397,- 
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675.82,  whilst  for  the  corresponding  months  of  the  present  year 
it  is  $205,588.42,  showing  a  decrease  of  $192,087.40,  being 
$28,129.74  more  than  the  decrease  for  the  year. 

The  coal  trade  of  the  Main  Stem  shows  an  aggregate  of 
1,483,076  tons,  which  includes  353,689  tons  for  the  Company's 
supply,  being  an  increase  of  42,811  tons  over  the  preceding 
year.  Of  this  quantity,  that  transported  for  the  public,  deliv- 
ered in  Baltimore,  is  1,057,675  tons,  and  delivered  at  local  points 
upon  the  line  71,712  tons.  The  protracted  depression  of  manu- 
facturing and  steamship  interests  has  continued  to  affect  injuri- 
ously the  coal  trade.  During  the  fiscal  year  of  1878,  1,363,061 
tons  of  coke  and  coal  were  transported  on  the  Pittsburgh  Divi- 
sion, and  216,998  tons  of  coal  on  the  Trans-Ohio  Divisions. 
The  aggregate  of  coal  and  coke  thus  transported,  including  all 
divisions,  was  3,063,135  tons,  showing  an  increase  for  the  year 
of  191,364  tons. 

II. — Of  the  Washington  Branch. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Washington  Branch  is  shown 
by  the  statements  of  the  Treasurer,  D,  E,  and  F. 

It  will  be  seen  by  statement  E  that  the  earnings  were  $276,- 
879.40,  showing  a  decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year  of 
$30,230.15.  The  cause  of  the  comparative  decrease  on  the 
Washington  Branch  is  the  same  as  on  the  Main  Stem,  namely, 
the  large  travel  of  October  and  November,  1876,  connected  with 
the  Centennial  Exhibition. 

The  expenditures  charged,  according  to  the  system  explained 
in  previous  annual  reports,  amount  to  $76,850.49,  being  for 
improvements  and  for  repairs  of  railway,  depots,  water  stations, 
and  bridges,  and  for  pumping  water. 

The  partial  expenditures  charged  being  deducted  from  the 
revenue  stated,  there  remained  the  sum  of  $200,028.91,  a

decrease  of  net  earnings,  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  of 
$13,650.37. 

In  the  last  annual  report,  reference  was  made  to  the  litigation 
between  the  State  of  Maryland  and  the  Company  growing  out  of 
the  claim  of  the  former  for  the  capitation  tax  of  20  per  cent,  on 
the  gross  receipts  from  passengers  on  the  Branch  Road  between 
Baltimore  and  Washington.    This  tax  had  been  paid  from  the 
opening  of  the  Road,  to  the  amount  of  $2,903,689.75  from  1835 
to  1868.    Upon  the  decision  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore 
City,  on  the   loth  December,  1870,  which  declared  the  tax 
unconstitutional,  the  company  deducted  the  entire  20  per  cent, 
from  its  passenger  fares.    Although  the  decision  referred  to  was 
reversed  by  the  Appellate  Tribunals,  yet  there  still  remained  an 
open  question  between  the  Company  and  the  State,  which,  if 
settled  in  favor  of  the  former,  would  relieve  it  from  the  payment 
of  the  tax  whether  constitutional  or  not.     Under  these  circum- 
stances the  Company  continued  to  give  the  public  the  advantage 
of  the  reduction  in  fares  of  20  per  cent.,  as  adopted  when  the 
decision  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltim.ore  City  was  made  as  to 
the  unconstitutionality  of  the  said  tax.    In  the  Act  of  183 1, 
ch.  330,  one  of  those  under  which  the  Branch  Road  was  built, 
the  State  had  reserved  to  itself  the  right  to  incorporate  another 
Company  to  build  a  railroad  between  the  two  cities,  provided  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  did  not  complete  one, 
with  one  set  of  tracks  at  least,  within  three  years  from  the  com  - 
mencement  of  it.    This  condition  having  been  complied  with,  it 
was   maintained  by  the  Company  that  thereupon  the  Act  of 
183 1,  ch.  330,  became  a  contract  between  the  State  and  the  Com- 
pany, that  was  violated  by  the  incorporation  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Potomac  Railroad  Company,  so  far  as  the  latter  was  author- 
ized by  it  to  construct  the  competing  road  that  was  afterwards 
built,  and  which  was  opened  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
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between  Washington  and  Baltimore,  July  1st,  1872.  Accord- 
ingly, in  an  action  instituted  by  the  State  to  collect  the  capita- 
tion tax  this  defense  was  taken,  and,  in  due  course,  the  case  was 
brought  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  on  a 
writ  of  error  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Maryland,  and  was 
pending  there  awaiting  its  turn  to  be  argued  when  the  session  of 
the  Legislature  of  1878  commenced. 

Another  question  between  the  State  and  the  Company,  which 
was  open  at  this  time,  was  the  claim  of  the  latter  for  monies 
advanced  to  pay  the  interest  in  London  on  the  State's  Sterling 
bonds.  Of  the  Company's  legal  right  here,  there  was  no  doubt. 
It  had  been  established  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Maryland, 
and  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.  In  its  opinion, 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  said: 

On  the  contrary,  there  is  much  in  the  statutes  to  repel  any 
possible  implication  of  an  engagement  to  indemnify,  and  to  make 
it  apparent  that  such  an  obligation  was  not  intended  to  be  imposed 
or  assumed." 

No  distinction  was  made  between  the  kind  of  money  the 
Company  might  be  compelled  to  receive,  and  that  required  to  be 
paid  to  the  State.  Nor  was  any  distinction  attempted  to  be 
made  between  the  kind  of  money  with  which  the  dividends  to 
the  State  and  other  stockholders  could  be  paid." 

"  For  these  reasons,  we  think,  the  contract  betwCsin  the  parties 
exhibits  no  just  ground  for  an  implication  that  the  Company 
assumed  an  obligation  to  pay  its  dues  to  the  State  in  gold,  or  in 
any  other  manner  than  in  money  generally,  and  the  fact  that  the 
Company  did  pay  the  State's  interest  in  sterling  funds  in  London 
down  to  1865,  cannot  change  the  construction  of  the  contract.' 

The  Company  was  compelled  to  receive  legal  tender  from 
those  who  used  its  road,  and  tJie  State  could,  therefore,  in  equity 
and  justice,  only  ask  ''out  of  the  profits'  what  the  Company  was 
obliged  to  take. 

But  the  State  cannot  be  sued,  and  the  Company's  only  reliance 
for  payment  of  this  just  debt  was  upon  the  sense  of  right  of  the 
Legislature. 
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Nor  was  this  all.  The  relations  between  the  State  and  the 
Company  were  still  further  complicated  by  a  claim  of  the  former 
of  a  tax  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  upon  the  gross  earnings  of 
the  latter,  which  was  subject  to  objection,  as  a  violation  of  the 
charter  exempting  the  Company's  stock  from  the  imposition  of 
any  tax  or  burden,  an  exemption  which  had,  more  than  once, 
been  decided  by  the  Court  of  Appeals,  to  include  the  franchises 
and  property. 

It  may  be  readily  understood,  therefore,  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  looked  with  more  than  ordinary  interest  to  the  meeting 
of  the  Legislature  of  1878,  in  the  expectation  that  through  its 
action  all  causes  of  difference  between  the  State  and  the  Company 
would  be  adjusted,  all  litigation  cease,  all  future  difficulty  obvi- 
ated, and  those  relations  permanently  established  which  were 
essential  alike  to  the  interests  of  the  public  and  the  stockholders. 

The  President  and  Directors  had  called  the  attention  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  through  their 
memorial,  to  remarkable  facts  in  the  history  of  the  relations  of 
the  Company  with  the  State,  which  it  hoped  would  lead  to  such 
examination  of  those  relations  as  would  insure  just  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Legislature.  In  that  memorial,  after  giving  the  par- 
ticulars showing  the  results,  the  following  statements  were 
embraced  : 

Thus  presenting  all  the  financial  transactions  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  with  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  it 
is  shown  that  a  clear  aggregate  net  gain  to  the  State,  embracing 
every  transaction  connected  with  the  Company,  amounts  to  the 
vast  sum  of  $8,577,316.88. 

"And  thus  it  is  conclusively  shown  that  instead  of  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  having  proven  a  burden  and  a  loss  to 
the  tax  payers  of  the  State,  it  has  directly  contributed  to  their 
relief  $8,577,316.88. 

"  The  managers  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company,  having 
labored  always  with  comprehensive  views,  embracing  the  general 
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good  of  our  people,  point  with  pride  to  results  which  they 
believe  to  be  unparalleled  financially  by  any  internal  improve- 
ments connected  with  any  of  our  sisterhood  of  States,  or  with 
any  government  in  Europe.  They  have  labored  with  unswerv- 
ing fidelity  to  build  up  the  interest  and  advance  the  honor,  the 
dignity  and  power  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  the  prosperity 
and  progress  of  its  chief  commercial  city.  As  the  fate  of  cities 
and  of  States  under  modern  systems  of  railway  improvements 
depends  upon  combining  such  organizations  as  will  throw, 
through  the  control  and  power  of  unit  lines,  into  their  borders, 
the  business  of  other  great  centres  and  regions  of  trade  and 
production,  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company  has  continuously 
pursued  these  vital  objects,  and  its  combinations  now  reach, 
under  direct  and  closely  co-operative  management,  the  most 
important  centres  of  business  in  the  South,  in  the  South-west, 
the  West  and  the  Northwest." 

After  the  fullest  investigation  by  the  Legislature,  the  Board  of 
Directors  are  gratified  to  announce  that  their  expectation  has  not 
been  disappointed — all  differences  between  the  State  and  the 
Company  having  been  amicably,  satisfactorily  and  finally  ad- 
justed, upon  terms  which  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly,  approved  on  the  27th  March,  1878. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  adjustments  thus  made,  and 
in  order  to  furnish  all  particulars  to  the  Stockholders,  the  Act 
is  published  in  full  in  the  Appendix  attached  to  this  report. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  requiring  their  approval,  a  meeting  of  the 
Stockholders  was  held  on  the  loth  of  June,  1878,  and  the  Act 
received  the  unanimous  assent  of  all  the  Stockholders  present  at 
the  meeting,  namely,  the  State  of  Maryland,  15,186  votes;  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  33,800  votes;  and  the  private  Stockholders, 
63,963  votes,  making  a  total  of  112,949  shares. 

Under  the  decision  made  by  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  3d  of 
May,  1875,  the  Company  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  for  the 
capitation  tax,  from  January,  1868,  up  to  January  i,  1 870,  the 
sum  of  $424,229.81.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1878 
five  dividends  on  the  Washington  Branch,  which,  as  mentioned 
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in  the  previous  annual  reports,  were  suspended  during  the  pend- 
ing Htigation,  have  been  declared,  of  which  the  State's  proportion 
was  $137,500,  namely,  25  per  cent,  for  the  30  months  ended 
September  30,  1877.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company  also 
paid  the  State  in  cash  the  sum  of  $100,540.64.  being  for  taxes 
from  the  ist  of  April,  1872,  the  date  of  the  gross  receipt  tax  law 
of  that  sessio*!,  to  the  31st  of  December,  1877. 
In  section  4  of  the  said  Act  it  was  enacted  : 

"That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-six  thousand,  three 
hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  to  be  the  whole  sum  due  by  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  to  the  State  of  Maryland  to  the  first  day  of 
January,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  for  the 
State's  proportion  of  the  whole  amount  of  money  received  by 
the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  passengers  on  its  Railroad,  between  Baltimore  and 
Washington,  or  any  part  of  its  Railroad  between  Baltimore  and 
Washington,  and  for  all  dividends  upon  the  State's  stock  in  the 
Washington  Branch  Railroad  up  to  October,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  after  crediting  to  the  said  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  all  claims  of  every  description 
whatsoever  of  said  Company  against  the  said  State  of  Maryland." 

This  sum  was  fixed  on  the  following  basis,  namely:

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Under  this  arrangement,  the  capitation  tax  was  paid  from 
December  loth,  1870,  to  July  1st,  1873,  during  which  period 
the  deduction  of  the  whole  20  per  cent,  had  been  made  to  the 
public.  Thus  the  Company,  having  deducted  20  per  cent,  from 
its  charges  to  the  public,  and  paid  to  the  State  20  per  cent,  also, 
the  amount  of  difference  was  equivalent  to  40  per  cent,  upon  its 
gross  revenue,  on  the  basis  of  its  former  rates  for  passengers, 
during  the  said  period. 

It  will  be  seen  that  under  this  agreement  the  interest  due  the 
Main  Stem  by  the  State  of  Maryland,  amounting  to  $170,867.66, 
on  the  gold  claim  of  $249,563.30,  namely,  for  the  period  during 
which  the  advances  were  made,  was  abated  by  the  Company. 

The  settlement  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  terms  stated, 
and  bonds  for  $366,000,  payable  at  ten  years  from  July  1st,  1878, 
with  interest  at  6  per  cent,  payable  semi-annually,  were  issued, 
and  the  said  bonds  now  appear  in  the  statement  of  the  liabilities 
of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company. 

As  the  amount  due  from  the  State  of  Maryland  for  the  gold 
claim  had  not  heretofore  been  placed  among  the  assets  of  the 
Company,  the  sum  thus  credited  by  the  State  of  Maryland  in 
this  settlement,  namely,  $249,563.30,  is  entered  as  a  credit  to  the 
Profit  and  Loss  account  for  the  fiscal  year. 

Under  this  Act,  in  consideration  of  the  release  of  the  capita-^ 
tion  tax  on  the  Washington  Branch  Road  from  the  ist  of  July, 
1873,  the  Company  agreed  to  modify  its  exemption  from  taxa- 
tion under  its  original  charter,  so  far  as  to  submit  its  franchises 
and  property  and  gross  receipts  within  the  State  of  Maryland  to 
a  tax  of  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  its  gross 
receipts  within  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  State  stipulating  that 
no  further  or  greater  State  tax  or  burden  shall  ever  be  imposed 
thereon. 

The  final  adjustment  of  all  controversies  between  the  Com- 
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pany  and  the  State,  upon  terms  deemed  "to  be  just  and  proper 
as  an  equitable  settlement,"  and  the  restoration  of  cordial  and 
co-operative  relations  with  the  State  of  Maryland,  are  properly 
subjects  of  general  congratulation  and  satisfaction. 

III. — Of  the  Parkersburg  Branch  Railroad  Company. 

Statement  G  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  the  earnings  of  this 
road  for  the  fiscal  year  were  $659,698.77,  and  the  working 
expenses  $473,675.57,  showing  net  $186,023.20.  The  earnings 
were  $34,020.19  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  whilst  the 
expenses  decreased  $36,443.49,  showing  a  net  increase  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year  of  $70,463.68. 

1,249  tons  of  steel  and  iron  rails  were  used  on  this  road 
during  the  year. 

The  aggregate  earnings,  working  expenses,  and  net  results  of 
the  Main  Stem,  including  the  Winchester  and  Potomac,  Win- 
chester and  Strasburg,  the  Strasburg  and  Harrisonburg,  the 
Metropolitan  Branch,  and  the  Washington  City  and  Point  Look- 
out Railroads ;  of  the  Washington  Branch  and  the  Parkersburg 
Branch  Railroads ;  the  Central  Ohio,  Lake  Erie  and  Chicago 
Divisions ;  the  Wheeling,  Pittsburgh  and  Baltimore,  and  the 
Newark,  Somerset  and  Straitsville  Railroads,  and  the  Pittsburgh 
Division  for  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  Washington  County  Branch, 
for  three  months  to  January  ist,  1878,  were,  viz  :

The  net  revenue  of  the  Main  Stem  and  Branches,  including 
the  Central  Ohio,  Lake  Erie  and  Chicago  Divisions,  the  Wheel- 
ing, Pittsburgh  and  Baltimore,  the  Newark,  Somerset  and  Straits- 
ville  Railroads,  and  the  Pittsburgh  Division,  was  $5,995,978.63. 

The  net  earnings  of  the  Parkersburg  Branch  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  of  the  Chicago  Division,  and  of  the  Wheeling,  Pitts- 
burgh and  Baltimore  Railroad  Company,  and  the  excess  over 
rental  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  Lake  Erie  Division,  have  been 
credited  to  the  accounts  for  interest  on  advances  made  to  those 
Companies  respectively. 

It  is  shown  that  the  net  earnings  of  the  Central  Ohio  Division 
were  $265,447.93.  Under  the  lease  of  the  Central  Ohio  Rail- 
road thirty-five  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  are  paid  annually 
to  that  Company.  The  working  expenses,  in  consequence  of  the 
very  low  rates  for  transportation  during  a  portion  of  this  year 
were  67.98  per  cent.  The  loss  on  this  Division  for  the  year, 
under  the  agreement,  was  $24,790. 52,  which  has  been  charged 
in  the  Profit  and  Loss  account.     It  will  be  seen  that  the  net 
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result  on  this  Division  compared  with  the  previous  year  shows 
an  improvement  of  $92,455.68. 

The  aggregate  working  expenses  of  the  Main  Stem  with  all 
Branches  and  Divisions  were  56.44  per  cent,  of  the  whole  gross 
revenues,  being  5.83  per  cent,  less  than  the  preceding  year. 

624  miles  of  track  of  the  Main  Stem  are  now  laid  with  steel  rails. 
The  entire  increased  cost  of  the  large  quantity  of  steel  rails  thus 
continuously  substituted  for  iron  rails  has  been  charged  to  the  re- 
pair account.  The  economy  and  advantage  of  the  substitution  of 
steel  for  iron  rails  so  generally  upon  the  line  continue  to  be  shown 
by  the  further  important  reduction,  which  is  mainly  due  to  this 
change,  stated  by  the  Road  Department  in  the  cost  of  the  "Re- 
pairs of  Railway,"  of  $  195,067.05. 

The  condition  of  the  entire  line,  its  roadbed,  tracks  and  struc- 
tures, has  not  only  been  fully  maintained,  but  improved.  The 
great  regularity  of  its  trains,  and  its  successful  working,  with  the 
absence  of  accidents,  are  noteworthy. 

Of  the  Washington  County  Railroad  Company. 

The  contract  for  the  working  of  the  Washington  County  Rail- 
road, made  on  the  loth  of  December,  1868,  for  ten  years  from 
the  1st  day  of  January,  1868,  contained  a  provision  under  which 
the  agreement  could  be  continued  for  ten  years  on  the  same 
terms,  or  cease  upon  one  year's  notice  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  contract,  namely,  January  1st,  1878.  As,  in  consequence 
of  the  competition  for  the  business  of  Hagerstown  and  Wash- 
ington County,  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  of  the 
Western  Maryland  Railroad,  and  of  the  Cumberland  Valley  Rail- 
road, it  has  been  impossible  to  secure  satisfactory  results,  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company  availed  of  the  option  reserved  in  the 
said  agreement,  and  in  accordance  therewith,  gave  the  proper 
notice  to  the  Washington  County  Railroad  Company  that  the 
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lease  of  the  road  would  not  be  continued  after  January  ist,  1878. 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Company  continues  to  be  interested 
in  this  road  as  an  original  subscriber,  and  now  owns  38,464  shares 
of  its  stock,  representing  at  par  $769,280. 

The  earnings  and  working  expenses  for  the  three  months,  from 
September  30th,  1877,  to  January  ist,  1878,  were  merged,  as 
heretofore,  in  the  statement  of  the  Main  Stem.  Since  that  period, 
namely,  for  the  nine  months  ended  September  30th,  1878,  the 
gross  earnings  of  the  Washington  County  Railroad  Company 
have  been  $25,778.01. 

The  Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville  Railroad.

The  earnings  were  $1 54,41 5.31  more  than  those  of  the  previous 
year,  and  the  expenses  decreased  $7,271.43,  showing  a  net  in- 
crease over  the  preceding  year  of  $161,686.74.  The  decrease  in 
the  ratio  of  working  expenses  has  been  7.43  per  cent,  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  year. 

The  interest  on  the  first  mortgage  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Con- 
nellsville Road  is  7  per  cent,  on  $4,000  000,  namely,  $280,000 
After  the  payment  of  this  amount  from  the  net  earnings,  it  will 
be  noted  that  $305,520.32  have  been  earned,  which  is  appli- 
cable to  the  interest  on  the  Sterling  Loan  of  the  Pittsburgh  and 
Connellsville  Road.  The  amount  of  this  interest,  including  the 
interest  on  the  Sinking  Fund  of  that  Company,  is  $379, 262. 40* 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  with  this  gratifying  improvement,  the 
Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville  Company  not  only  has  earned  the 
interest  on  its  first  mortgage  bonds,  but  within  $73,742.08  of  the 
entire  interest  upon  the  Sterling  Bonds  issued  by  it  also.  The 
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large  development  of  important  interests  upon  its  Road  and 
Branches,  and  the  heavy  business  of  the  great  manufacturing  and 
commercial  centre,  Pittsburgh,  its  present  terminus,  promise  a 
continuance,  not  only  of  equal,  but  of  steadily  improving  results. 

Baltimore  and  Ohio  and  Chicago  Railroad  Companies. 

The  earnings  of  these  Companies,  known  as  the  Chicago  Divi- 
sion of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  for  the 

fiscal  year  were  $1,057,558.96 

And  the  working  expenses  for  the  same  period. . .  628,010.57 

The  surplus  credited  to  the  account  of  this  Divi- 
sion is   $429,548.39 

— the  working  expenses  being  59.38  per  cent. 

The  earnings  were  $99,863.36  more  than  in  the  previous 
year,  whilst  the  expenses  decreased  $206,404.64.  showing  a  net 
increase  compared  with  the  previous  year  of  $306,268.00. 

The  rapid  improvement  of  the  business  upon  this  valuable 
line,  meets  the  expectations  formed  in  regard  to  it,  based  upon 
its  singular  directness,  low  grades,  excellent  character  of  the 
country  through  which  it  passes,  and  the  important  centres  of 
traffic  which  it  so  effectively  reaches.  As  the  interest  paid  upon 
the  five  per  cent,  sterling  loan  of  ;^r,6oo,ooo  taken  for  account 
of  this  Company  amounted  during  the  past  year,  including  the 
premium  on  gold,  to  $397,895.71,  the  line  already  shows  its 
ability  to  pay  from  its  net  earnings  more  than  the  entire  sum, 
exclusive  of  taxes.  The  taxes  paid  for  these  Companies, 
$52,189.98,  being  deducted  from  the  earnings,  $429,548.39, 
leave  $377,358.41,  which  sum  has  been  credited  to  the  interest 
account  of  the  Main  Stem,  in  which  is  charged  the  interest 
and  premium  on  gold  paid  for  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  and  Chicago 
Railroad   Companies'  sterling   five    per  cent,  loan  of  1927.

Sir: — The  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Road  Depart- 
ment, east  of  Cumberland,  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  30th  September, 
1878,  is  respectfully  presented  : 

REPAIRS  OF  RAILWAY. 

This  department  expended  $410,694.58  for  repairs  of  railway,  em- 
bracing the  maintenance  of  the  road,  renewal  of  ballast,  and  all  labor 
and  materials  used  in  the  repairs  of  track.  This  amount  compared  with 
that  of  the  fiscal  year  1877,  shows  a  decrease  of  $95,742.50.

Valley  River  Bridge,  top  and  bottom  chords,  floor-beams,  tower  and 
ties  have  been  renewed ;  large  rods  put  in  to  replace  small  ones  taken 
out;  sidewalk  on  each  side  3  feet  4  inches  wide;  Fink  bridge  two 
spans,  200  feet  each.  Trusses  and  extra  rods  have  been  put  in  No.  2 
bridge.  The  following  bridges  have  been  repaired:  Nos.  5,  6,  8,  20, 
22,  25  and  38. 

New  metal  roofs  have  been  put  on  chords  and  end  braces  on  the  fol- 
lowing bridges:  Nos.  33,  34,  35,  36  and  48.  County  road  bridge,  near 
Flemington,  one  span  50  feet  long  has  been  rebuilt.  No.  2 y.  trestle,  6th 
section,  400  feet  between  masonry  has  been  renewed  in  a  most  substan- 
tial manner. 

Repairs  of  Depots  and  Buildings.— expenditure  on  this  account 
was  $6,496.40. 
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At  Clarksburg  a  new  stable  1 6  by  20,  12  feet  high  has  been  built.  At 
vSalem  a  new  passenger  platform  180  feet  long,  6  feet  wide,  has  been  built; 
also  a  new  dwelling  house  16  by  24,  18  feet  high  with  iron  roof,  has 
been  built.  At  Smithton  a  passenger  platform  8  feet  wide  has  been 
extended 48  feet.  At  West  Union  new  stock  pens  and  shutes  have  been 
built,  and  650  feet  of  fencing  put  up.  At  Kanawha  4  new  stock  pens 
have  been  built,  and  690  feet  of  fencing  put  up.  At  Parkersburg  new 
coal  shutes  194  feet  long,  22  feet  wide,  24  feet  high  and  384  feet  in- 
cline have  been  built;  also  250  feet  stone  curbing  put  in  at  passenger 
platform. 

Repairs  of  Telegraph. — The  expenditure  on  this  account  was  $1,153  01 
The  line  has  been  maintained  in  efficient  order  during  the  year. 
There  were  used  in  ordinary  repairs  333  poles,  65  cross  arms,  115 
screw  pins,  141  insulators,  no  brackets  and  ^4  mile  of  wire.

The  increase  this  year  over  the  preceding  year  of  $241,337.31  in  the 
repairs  of  burden  cars,  has  been  caused  by  the  large  amount  of  work 
done.  195  cars  have  been  built  during  the  year  at  a  cost  of  $86,904.99 
which  amount  has  been  charged  to  repairs.  Included  in  these  195  cars 
are  25  refrigerator  cars,  specially  built  for  the  transportation  of  all  kinds 
of  perishable  goods.  2,502  cars  have  received  thorough  repairs.  A 
large  number  have  been  furnished  with  the  continuous  draw-bar  and 
the  iron  truck  in  substitution  of  the  wooden  truck.  These  cars  have 
been  otherwise  so  arranged  as  to  enable  them  to  carry  a  considerable 
addition  to  the  load  heretofore  fixed,  thus  practically  adding  largely  to  the 
tonnage  capacity  of  the  service.  108  gondola  cars  have  been  altered 
to  house  cars,  with  secure  floors,  to  adapt  them  for  the  transportation  of 
grain ;  the  capacity  of  366  iron  hopper  cars  has  been  increased  from 
20,000  to  26,000  pounds  for  coal  purposes,  and  397  iron  hopper  cars 
have  been  enlarged,  with  a  capacity  to  carry  26,000  pounds,  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  grain  traffic. 

The  passenger  car  equipment  has  been  maintained  at  a  satisfactory 
and  efficient  standard. 

•  The  shop  machinery  and  tools  at  all  points  on  the  line  have  been 
fully  maintained. 

4,012  tons  of  iron  rails  and  1,488  tons  of  bar  iron  of  superior 
quality  have  been  manufactured  at  the  rolUng  and  bar  mills  at  Cumberland 
during  the  period  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  they  have  been  in  operation. 
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The  officers  and  employees  deserve  my  acknowledgements  for  faithful 
services.

Repairs  of  Railway. — Between  Bellaire  and  Newark  1,643  ^^^^s  of 
steel  rails  and  246  tons  of  new  iron  rails  have  been  laid  in  the  track,  and 
80  tons  of  steel  rails  between  Newark  and  Columbus,  a  total  of  1,969 
tons  between  Bellaire  and  Columbus.  Three  and  three-quarters  miles 
of  track  have  been  re-ballasted  between  Bellaire  and  Newark,  (ii^  miles 
with  gravel  and  2^  miles  with  stone)  and  i  mile  re-ballasted  between 
Newark  and  Columbus,  a  total  of  4^  miles.  37,032  cross  ties  have 
been  placed  in  the  track  between  Bellaire  and  Newark,  and  11,725 
between  Newark  and  Columbus,  a  total  of  48,757.  Included  in  this 
quantity  are  those  used  in  new  sidings,  of  which  1,774  feet  have  been 
laid,  1,094  feet  between  Bellaire  and  Newark,  and  680  between  Newark 
and  Columbus.  Twelve  catde  guards  have  been  rebuilt  between  Bel- 
laire and  Columbus,  2,898  feet  of  fencing  between  Bellaire  and  Newark, 
and  3,916  feet  between  Newark  and  Columbus  have  been  built,  a  total 
of  6,814  feet  upon  the  Division. 

On  Tuesday,  March  12th,  1878,  heavy  rains  upon  the  Ohio  Divisions 
caused  a  slide  in  the  narrows  of  Licking  river,  washing  out  both  abut- 
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ments,  and  thirty  feet  of  embankment  at  Rockdale  bridge,  both  abut- 
ments and  thirty-five  feet  of  embankment  at  Morrison's  culvert,  and  both 
abutments  and  twenty-five  feet  of  embankment  at  Poverty  Run  bridge. 
The  superstructures  of  the  bridges  at  Rockdale  and  Poverty  Run  were 
precipitated  to  the  streams  below.  The  damages  were  repaired  and  the 
road  reopened  for  business  on  Friday,  March  15th,  1878. 

Bridges. — Two  spans  of  trussed  girder  bridge,  each  32  feet  long,  have 
been  rebuilt  at  Upper  Ramp  Creek,  and  two  similar  spans  rebuilt  at 
Lower  Ramp  Creek.  Howe  truss  bridge  No.  6  has  been  re-roofed. 
New  ties,  and  tie  stays  have  been  placed  on  the  trussed  girders  at  Clay 
Lick.  The  Howe  truss  bridge  at  Rockdale,  50  feet  long,  destroyed  by 
the  high  water,  March  12th,  has  been  replaced  by  a  Howe  truss  bridge 
56^  feet  long.  The  trusses  of  Howe  truss  bridge  No.  11,  have  been 
roofed  and  covered.  The  iron  bridge  over  Salt  Creek  has  been 
strengthened  by  additional  lateral  rods  and  larger  truss  rods  in  the  floor 
beams.  New  ties  and  tie  stays  have  also  been  placed  in  this  bridge. 
Howe  truss  bridge  No.  18,  which  was  destroyed  by  fire  September  9th, 
1877,  has  been  replaced  with  a  Keystone  iron  bridge,  141  feet  9  inches 
long,  and  25  yards  of  masonry  were  built  for  new  bridge  seats.  Howe 
truss  bridge  No.  20,  which  was  destroyed  by  an  accident  with  a  train, 
has  been  replaced  with  a  Keystone  iron  bridge  93  feet  long.  19  yards 
of  masonry  were  built  for  new  bridge  seats.  Howe  truss  bridge  No.  33, 
which  was  destroyed  by  fire,  April  20th,  1877,  has  been  replaced  with 
a  Keystone  iron  bridge  82^^  feet  long.  18  yards  of  masonry  were 
built  for  new  bridge  seats.  107  feet  of  trestlework,  and  140  feet  of  box 
sewers  have  been  rebuilt.  Morrison's  culvert,  which  was  destroyed  by 
high  water,  March  12th,  1878,  has  been  replaced  by  a  stone  arch  cul- 
vert 15  feet  clear  span,  and  containing  349  yards  of  masonry. 

All  other  bridges,  trestles,  and  culverts  have  been  kept  in  good  order. 

Depots  and  Buildings. — The  freight  house  at  Columbus  has  been 
re-roofed,  and  an  additional  freight  shed  16  by  85  feet  erected.  At 
Newark  a  track  scale  of  the  Howe  pattern,  50  tons  capacity,  has  been 
put  in.  Twenty-six  yards  of  masonry  were  used  in  its  foundation.  A 
new  stock  shute  and  two  pens,  each  40  by  65  feet,  have  been  built  at 
Black  Hand.    The  stock  yard  and  shute  have  been  rebuilt  at  Pleasant 
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Valley.  At  Zanesville  the  planing  mill  and  saw  shop  have  been  re-roofed. 
A  baggage  and  express  room,  12  by  24  feet,  has  been  built  at  Cambridge.

At  Glencoe  the  horse 
power  has  been  replaced  by  a  steam  pump  and  boiler,  and  100  feet  of 
three  inch  pipe  laid  to  the  creek.

Repairs  of  Railway. — 420  tons  of  steel  rails  and  378  tons  of  new  iron 
rails  have  been  laid  in  the  track.  4,500  feet  of  track  were  ballasted  and 
2  miles  re-ballasted  with  gravel.  Garrett  yard  was  also  ballasted  for  a 
distance  of  600  yards.  18,913  new  cross  ties  were  placed  in  track,  includ- 
ing 1,369  placed  in  sidings.  There  have  also  been  used  2,930  feet  of  switch 
timber.  At  Sherwood  Station,  424  feet  of  side  track  have  been  laid. 
5,013  feet  of  fencing  have  been  built.  The  crossing  of  Randolph  street 
at  Garrett  has  been  planked  across  railroad  tracks,  a  distance  of  24  by 
74  feet. 

Bridges. — A  Howe  truss  bridge  at  St.  Joe  has  been  repaired  and 
strengthened  by  putting  in  additional  chord  pieces,  and  extra  suspension 
rods  in  each  panel.  A  short  span  between  the  two  main  trusses  has  been 
strengthened  with  iron  truss  rods  under  each  chord.  Thirty-six  new 
bents  have  been  placed  in  trestle  works. 

Depots  and  Buildings —  A  coal  house  has  been  built  at  Attica.  At 
Hicksville,  a  shed  over  the  drive-way  at  the  elevator,  an  office,  and  a 
40  ton  track  scale  of  the  Howe  pattern,  with  24  yards  of  masonry  in  the 
foundation,  have  been  erected.  A  room  for  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Express  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  depot  building  at  Auburn  Junction. 
At  Wellsboro',  a  new  track  scale  of  the  Howe  pattern,  (40  tons  capacity) 
with  24  yards  of  masonry  in  the  foundation,  has  been  erected.  Four 
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Stables  for  the  Express  service,  each  12  by  20  feet,  have  been  built  at 
Attica,  Republic,  Cromwell  and  Napanee.  A  passenger  platform,  8  by 
150  feet,  has  been  built  at  Bascom ;  also  a  sidewalk  at  Fostoria,  6  by  166 
feet,  and  one  at  New  Baltimore,  8  by  341  feet.  The  transfer  table  and 
oil  house  at  Garrett,  which  were  incomplete  at  the  close  of  last  fiscal  year, 
have  been  finished  and  put  in  use.  A  shed,  11  by  27  feet,  has  also  been 
erected  to  store  wood  for  passenger  car  service.  The  elevator  at  Albion  was 
destroyed  by  fire,  June  4th,  1878,  and  has  been  replaced  by  a  grain 
house  26  by  50  feet,  and  the  outside  covered  with  corrugated  iron. 
The  citizens  of  Delaware  Bend  and  Sherwood  have  erected  at  each 
place  a  depot  building  18  by  32  feet,  and  have  transferred  them  to  the 
Company.  All  other  depots  and  buildings  have,  been  kept  in  good 
repair. 

Water  Stations  are  all  in  good  order.

ACT  OF  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  MARYLAND,  Chapter 

155.    Approved  on  the  27th  March,  1S78. 

AN  ACT  to  adjust  and  settle  finally  by  an  agreement  all  pending  controversies 
between  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  and  the  State  of  Maryland, 
by  subjecting  the  franchises  and  property  of  said  Company  within  this  State  to 
taxation  for  State  purposes  to  a  certain  extent,  and  by  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  certain  indebtedness  of  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  the  said  State,  and  for  the  establishment  by  contract  of  certain  rates  of 
toll  and  transportation  for  coal,  lumber,  pig  iron,  ores  of  all  kinds,  and  stone, 
transported  by  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  to  the  basins  of 
the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  at  or  near  Cumberland,  and  by 
providing  on  certain  conditions  for  the  release  of  the  right  of  ttie  State  to  any 
proportion  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  said  Company  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  on  its  Railroad  between  Baltimore  and  Washington,  otherwise 
than  by  way  of  dividends  upon  its  stock  in  the  Washington  Branch  Railroad 
of  said  Company. 

Whereas  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  has  made  application 
to  this  General  Assembly  to  be  released  from  its  contract  for  payment  to  the 
State  of  one-fifth  of  its  receipts  for  transportation  of  passengers  over  the  Wash- 
ington Branch  of  its  road,  as  provided  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  Act  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-two,  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-five,  on  the 
ground  of  the  said  contract  having  become  onerous  and  inequitable  in  its  opera- 
tion since  the  opening  of  a  competing  road,  subsequently  chartered  under  tho 
authority  of  tiiis  State;  and. 

Whereas  It  is  deemed  by  this  General  Assembly  to  be  just  and  proper  as  an 
equitable  settlement  of  all  controversies  now  pending  between  said  Company  and 
the  State,  that  the  said  Company,  in  consideration  of  its  release  from  the  said  con- 
tract, and  in  lieu  of  its  obligation  of  payment  thereunder,  shall  agree  to  a 
modification  of  its  contract  with  the  State  for  exemption  from  taxation,  as 
provided  by  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
six,  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-three,  incorporating  said  Company,  by 
submitting  to  taxation  to  the  extent  of  one-half  of  one  per  centum  of  its  gross 
receipts  within  the  State,  as  hereinafter  provided  :    Now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  all  the 
franchises  and  property  of  every  description,  and  gross  receipts  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  within  the  State  of  Maryland,  shall  be  subject  to 
taxation  tor  State  purposes  to  the  extent  of  an  annual  tax  of  one-half  of  one  per 
centum  on  the  gross  receipts  of  its  railroads  and  branches  within  this  State,  in- 
cluding its  Metropolitan  Branch  Railroad,  and  from  its  entire  Washington  Branch 
Railroad,  and  from  all  other  sources  within  this  State,  but  to  no  further  or  greater 
extent  nor  otherwise;  and,  provided,  the  said  Company,  in  consideration  of  the 
release  of  its  obligation  to  pay  to  the  State  the  one-fifth  of  irs  gross  receipts  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  over  the  Washington  Branch  of  its  road,  as 
provided  b}^  the  eighth  sect'on  of  the  Act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two, 
chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-five,  shall  agree  on  its  part  in  the  manner  and 
upon  the  terms  hereinafter  provided,  to  modify  its  contract  for  exemption  from 
taxation  as  contained  in  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  twenty  six,  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty -three,  incorporating  said  Com- 
pany, by  submitting  all  its  franchises  and  property  of  every  description,  and  all 
its  gross  receipts  within  the  State  of  Maryland  to  taxation  for  State  purposes,  to 
the  extent  and  in  the  manner  above  named,  and  to  no  further  or  greater  extent, 
nor  otherwise,  and  shall  also  accept  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  the  manner 
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hereinafter  provided,  then  no  other,  further  or  greater  tax  or  burden  for  State 
purposes  shall  ever  hereafter  be  levied  or  imposed  by  the  authority  ot  this  State, 
or  by  any  law  thereof,  upon  any  of  the  franchises  or  property  of  any  description 
or  receipts  whatsoever  of  said  Company ;  Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
be  construed  as  exempting  any  property  or  franchises  of  the  said  Railroad  Com- 
pany from  taxation  for  county  and  municipal  purposes,  which  by  existing  laws 
and  the  decisions  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  this  State,  is  now  held  liable  to  tax- 
ation ;  and  the  exemption  from  taxation  created  and  provided  for  by  the  eigh- 
teenth section  of  the  Act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-three,  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  modified  to 
the  extent  of  substituting  the  tax  imposed  upon  said  Company  by  the  second 
section  of  this  Act,  in  lieu  of  the  tax  imposed  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  Act  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-five,  but  to 
no  further  or  greater  extent,  nor  otherwise. 

Section  2.  Arid  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
in  consideration  of  the  release  of  its  obligation  to  pay  to  the  state,  one-fifth  of  its 
receipts  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  over  the  Washington  Branch  of  its 
road,  as  provided  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  Act  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-two,  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  in  lieu  of  such  payments 
for  the  future,  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  State,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  January  in  each  and  every  year  hereafter,  a  tax  of  one-half  of 
one  per  centum  annually  on  the  gross  receipts  of  all  its  railroads  and  branches 
within  the  State  of  Maryland,  including  its  Metropolitan  Branch  Road  and  its 
entire  Washington  Branch  Railroad,  and  from  all  other  sources  within  this  State, 
for  the  year  ending  on  the  preceding  thirtieth  day  of  September ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  President  or  chief  oflacer  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  to  exhibit,  on  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year,  an  account  show- 
ing the  total  amount  of  the  aforesaid  gross  receipts  of  said  Railroads  and  Branch- 
es within  the  State  of  Maryland,  including  its  Metropolitan  Branch  Railroad,  and 
of  its  entire  Washington  Branch  Railroad,  and  from  all  other  sources  within  this 
State,  for  the  preceding  year,  endiug  on  the  preceding  thirtieth  day  of  Septem- 
ber, as  aforesaid,  and  the  State  tax  of  one-half  of  one  per  centum  thereon. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  pay  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller  into  the  Treasury  of  this 
State,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  sixty- 
four  cents,  which  shall  be  received  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  in,  and  shall  be 
in  full  satisfaction  of  all  claims  of  this  State  for  the  State  taxes  upon  the  gross 
receipts  of  the  said  Company  from  the  first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy  two,  to  the  thirty -first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  seventy-seven. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-six 
thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  whole  sum  due  by  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  to  the  State  of  Maryland  to  -he  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy  eight,  for  the  State's  proportion  of  the  whole 
amount  of  money  received  by  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers  on  its  Railroad  between  Baltimore  and 
Washington,  or  any  part  of  its  Railroad  between  Baltimore  and  Washington,  and 
for  all  dividends  upon  the  State's  stock  in  the  Washington  Branch  Railroad  up 
to  October,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  after  crediting  to  the 
said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  all  claims  of  every  description 
whatsoever  of  said  Company  against  the  State  of  Maryland ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  on  or  before  the  said 
first  day  in  July,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  said  indebtedness  by  making,  executing  and  delivering  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  its  bonds  for  the  aggregate  amount  of  three  hundred  and 
sixty-six  thousand  dollars,  each  bond  to  be  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
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dated  J uly  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  and  payable  to  the  bearer 
thereof,  ten  years  after  date  at  the  office  of  the  said  Company,  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  with  interest  thereon  in  the  meantime  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi- annually  at  the  said  office,  on  the  ^rst  days  of  January 
and  July  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  the  coupons  for  such  interest,  which 
shall  be  annexed  to  such  bonds  resi>ectively,  and  the  balance  of  said  aggregate 
amount,  to  wit,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents, 
shall  be  paid  in  cash  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  in  consideration  of  the  advantages  accruing  to  it  from 
this  Act,  to  enter  into  an  agreement  under  its  corporate  seal,  it  having  first  been 
duly  authorized  so  to  do  by  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
Company  duly  called,  in  a  form  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Attorney  General 
of  this  State,  with  the  State  of  Maryland  and  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal 
Company,  whereby  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  bind 
itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  permit  any  Railroad  Company  now  incorpor- 
ated, or  to  be  hereafter  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  connect  its 
railroad  with  the  railroad  or  railroads  of  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany at  any  point  at  or  near  Cumberland,  in  this  State,  and  also  at  any  point 
west  of  Cumberland,  on  the  line  or  lines  of  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad 
Company  within  this  State ;  the  point  or  points  of  junction  to  be  designated  by 
the  Railroad  Company  or  Companies  desiring  to  make  such  connection,  subject, 
however,  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
in  case  of  any  dissent  on  the  part  of  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, as  to  the  point  or  points  so  designated;  and  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  shall  also  in  the  contract  aforesaid  bind  itself,  its  successors  and 
assigns  to  receive  and  transport  over  its  main  stem  and  the  branches  thereof 
now  constructed  or  hereafter  to  be  constructed,  and  to  deliver  at  the  basins  of  ihe 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  at  or  near  Cumberland,  or  within  four 
miles  thereof,  on  the  line  of  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  the  points  of 
delivery  on  said  basins  to  be  designated  by  the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal 
Company  or  by  the  shippers,  all  coal,  lumber,  pig-iron,  ores  of  all  kinds,  and 
stone  intended  for  shipment  on  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  or  forthe  use  of 
the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  which  may  be  offered  to  it  at  any 
point  on  its  main  stem  or  the  branches  thereof  now  constructed  or  hereafter  to  be 
constructed,  in  bulk  or  in  loaded  cars,  as  the  same  may  have  been  originally 
offered  to  said  Railroad  Company  on  its  main  stem  or  any  branch  thereof  as 
aforesaid,  without  reloading  or  reshipment,  at  a  uniform  rate  of  charge  of  two 
and  one  half  cents  per  ton  of  two  thousand  pounds  per  mile,  for  tolls  and  trans- 
portation for  all  distances  under  twenty  miles  counting  west  from  the  basins  of 
the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  at  Cumberland,  Maryland  ;  and  at  a  uniform  rate 
of  one  and  three-fourths  cents  per  ton  of  two  thousand  pounds  per  mile  for  tolls 
and  transportation  for  all  distances  exceeding  twenty  miles,  and  not  exceeding 
twenty-eight  miles,  counting  west  from  the  said  basins  at  Cumberland,  Maryland, 
and  at  the  same  rate  from  Piedmont  Station  on  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  to  the  said  basins  at  Cumberland,  Maryland;  and  at  a  uniform  rate  of 
one  and  one-quarter  cents  per  ton  of  two  thousand  pounds  per  mile  for  tolls  and 
transportation  for  all  distances  exceeding  twenty-eight  miles,  counting  west  from 
the  said  basins  at  Cumberland,  Maryland,  and  for  all  distances  from  points  on  the 
line  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  west  of  said  Piedmont  Station  ;  which 
said  respective  rates  shall  be  in  full  for  all  charges  for  tolls  and  transportation, 
and  sliall  include  all  charges  of  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  for 
receiving,  weighing  and  delivering  said  coal,  lumber,  pig-iron,  ores  of  all  kinds, 
and  stone  ;  but  the  shippers  of  such  articles  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  loaded  on 
the  cars  at  their  own  expense;  and  to  return  said  cars,  in  which  said  coal,  lumber, 
pig-iron,  ores  of  all  kinds,  and  stone  have  been  loaded,  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  unloaded,  free  of  charge,  to  the  place,  or  places,  where  they  were  respective- 
ly received,  with  reasonable  dispatch,  if  so  requested  by  the  consignors  of  said 
I  coal,  lumber,  pig-iron,  ores  of  all  kinds,  and  stone,  or  the  owners  of  said  cars; 
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Promded  liowever,  that  when  said  coal,  lumber,  pig-iron,  ores  of  all  kinds  and 
stone,  are  delivered  to  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  in  cars 
belonging  to  any  other  person,  persons,  corporation,  or  corporations,  such  person 
or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  receive  from  said 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  tlailroad  Company,  an  allowance  of  one-fourth  of  one  cent 
per  ton  of  two  thousand  pounds  per  mile,  on  the  coal,  lumber,  pig-iron,  ores  of  all 
kinds,  and  stone  so  transported  on  the  main  stem  of  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  or  the  branches  thereof  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  said  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  in  transporting  said  coal  and  other  articles,  herein- 
before mentioned,  shall  use  reasonable  dispatch;  and  the  cars  containing  the  same, 
shall  be  given  the  same  facilities  as  cars  composing  other  freight  trains  on  the 
line  of  said  railroad,  and  the  said  cars  containing  said  coal,  lumber,  pig-iron, 
ores  of  all  kinds  and  stone  shall  be  unloaded  by  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal 
Company  with  reasonable  dispatch,  and  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  also,  in  the  contract  aforesaid,  bind  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to 
forward  its  cars  from  the  main  stem  and  branches  thereof  to  any  coal  mine 
which  may  be  on  any  lateral  railroad  now  or  hereafter  connected  with  said  main 
stem  or  branch  thereof  west  of  Cumberland,  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  coal 
and  other  articles  hereinbelbre  mentioned  in  car  loads  over  such  lateral  railroads, 
and  over  the  said  main  stem  and  branches  of  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Bail  road 
Company  to  the  said  basins  of  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  and 
shall  receive  for  the  use  of  said  cars  on  any  such  lateral  roads  tbe  sum  of  one- 
half  of  one  cent  per  ton  of  two  thousand  pounds  per  mile  for  the  distance  said 
cars  may  pass  over  such  lateral  road  or  roads  not  belonging  to  said  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company;  Prodded  that  the  rate  herembefore  prescribed  to 
be  agreed  upon  for  the  transportation  of  lumber  intended  for  shipment  on  said 
canal,  or  for  the  use  of  said  Canal  Company,  shall  apply  only  to  lumber  which 
may  be  shipped  from  pomts  on  said  main  stem  not  distant  more  than  sixty  miles 
westwiirdly  from  said  canal  basins  at  Cumberland;  And  provided  that  nothing 
in  this  section,  nor  in  the  contract  to  be  made  thereunder,  shall  be  deemed  or 
taken  to  alfect  or  limit  the  existing  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  in  reference  to  charges  for  tolls  or  transportation  upon 
its  road  or  branches,  except  in  so  far  as  they  are  specially  limited  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  and  the  contract  to  be  made  thereunder;  And  iwovided  that 
nothing  in  this  section  contained,  or  in  the  contract  to  be  made  thereunder  shall 
be  deemed  or  taken  to  apply  to  any  railroad  now  operated  by  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company,  under  a  contract  or  lease;  and  the  said  contract  so  to  be 
entered  into  by  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  shall  provide  that 
in  case  any  disagreement  shall  arise  between  the  parties  to  said  contract,  as  to  the 
proper  interpretation  thereof,  or  as  to  the  rights  of  any  of  the  parties  under  said 
contract,  a  bill  for  the  proper  interpretation  of  said  contract  in  any  particular,  and 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  rights  of  any  of  the  parties  under  said  contract,  may 
at  any  lime  and  from  time  to  time,  be  filed  by  an}^  of  the  ptirties  to  said  contract 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  any  county  in  the  State,  or  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore 
City;  and  enforcement  and  execution  of  any  decree  which  may  be  passed  in  the 
premises,  shall  be  had  in  the  manner  usual  in  such  cases;  and  from  any  order 
or  decree  passed  by  any  of  said  Courts  under  any  bill  so  filed,  any  of  the  parties 
to  said  contract  may  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  manner  provided 
b}'  the  general  laws  of  the  State  regulating  appeals  from  courts  of  equity. 

Section  6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  this  Act  and  all  the  provisions  thereof 
shall  be  accepted  by  the  stockholders  of  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Koad 
Company,  at  a  general  meeting  of  said  stockholders,  duly  called  for  said  purpose, 
before  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  at 
which  said  meeting  the  Directors  in  said  Company  appointed  on  the  ])art  of  the 
State,  are  hereby  directed  to  vote  the  stock  owned  by  the  State  in  said  Company 
in  favor  of  the  acc(!i)tance  of  this  Act,  and  of  the  provisions  thereof;  and  if  said 
Company  shall  evidence  such  acceptance  by  an  instrument  of  wriUng,  duly  exe- 
cuted under  its  corporate  seal,  and  filed  in  theolRce  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
if  all  the  other  acts  required  by  this  Act  to  be  done  and  performed  by  the 
said  Baltimore  and  Oiiio  Railroad  Company  are  done  and  performed  by  said 
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Company  in  the  manner  required  by  this  Act,  on  or  before  the  said  first  day  of 
July  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  and  the  Governor  of  this 
State,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Attorney  General  thereof,  shall  so  certify, 
then  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  shall  not  be  required  to  ac- 
count for,  or  pay,  into  the  Treasury  of  this  State  an}^  portion  of  the  amount  by  it 
received  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-eight,  or  thereafter,  or  to  be  thereafter  received  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  on  its  railroad  between  Baltimoie  and  Washington,  or  any 
part  of  its  railroad  between  Baltimore  and  Washington,  other  than  by  way 
of  dividends  on  the  stock  of  the  said  State  in  the  Washington  Branch  Rail- 
road of  said  Company,  or  other  than  as  is  hereinbefore  provided;  and  said 
Company  shall  thenceforth  forever  be  released  from  its  obligation  to  pay  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  State  the  one-fifth  of  the  whole  amount,  which  may  have 
been,  or  may  hereafter  be,  received  by  said  Company  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  on  its  Washington  Branch  Railroad,  as  provided  by  the  eighth  section 
of  the  Act  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five,  and  every  part  thereof;  but  upon  the  failure  of  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  to  comply  with  each  and  all  the  requirements  of  this  Act  on, 
or  before,  the  first  day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  then  and  in 
such  event  this  Act,  and  every  matter  and  thing  therein  contained,  shall  be  utterly 
null  and  void,  and  the  State  of  Maryland  shall  hold  and  enforce  all  its  claims 
and  rights  against  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  in  the  same 
manner,  and  to  as  large  an  extent,  as  if  this  Act  had  never  been  passed. 

Section  7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  upon  the  acceptance  of  this  Act  by  the  said 
Company,  as  provided  by  the  sixth  section  thereof,  and  the  receipt  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  money  mentioned  in  the  third  and  fourth  sections,  and  of  the  bonds 
mentioned  in  the  fourth  section,  all  the  suits  now  pending  between  the  State  and 
the  said  Company  in  reference  to  its  receipts  for  transportation  of  passengers  on 
its  Washington  Branch  and  the  tax  upon  its  gross  receipts,  and  the  dividends 
upon  the  State's  stock  to  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  in 
the  Washington  Branch  shall  be  entered  agreed,  on  payment  of  all  costs  by  the 
said  Company. 

Section  8.  And  he  it  enacted.  That  this  Act  shall  take  elfect  from  the  date  of 
its  passage,  subject  nevertheless,  to  all  the  conditions  and  limitations  in  reference 
to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act,  which  are  in  said  Act  set  forth  and  expressed.
